Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
A warded 

On the 19th July, 1977, Constable Narayan Kondiba 
Jondhale was deputed from Ardhapur to Nanded to search 
for a wanted desperate criminal. Constable Jondhale reach- 
ed Nanded in search of the wanted criminal and spotted him 
in a way-side hotel in Jtwara area of the town. The criminal 
tried to run away by brandishing a knife. Undeterred by this 
act of the criminal, and without eating for his personal safety, 
Constable Jondhale chased the criminal and caught hold of 
him. When he was trying to overpower the criminal, he was 
twice stabbed in the stomach- The criminal made good his 
escape leaving the Constable bleeding profusely. Despite seri- 
ous injuries, Constable Jondhale rushed to the nearest polico 
station to report the incident and the escape of the criminal. 
He succumbed to his injuries on the way to hospital. 

Constable Narayan Kondiba Jondhale displayed great de- 
votion to duty and courage of a high order and laid his life 
in this encounter with the criminal. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 19th July, 1977.

Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded 

On the evening of 14th June, 1977, reliable information 
was received at police station Mall, District Lucknow that 


some dacoits were planning to commit a dacoity in village 
Karaura on the same night. When the information was 
received, most of the police staff had been called to the dis- 
trict headquarters for election duties. Nevertheless. Sub- 
Jnspcctor Nagendra Singh, Station Officer, collected whatever 
force was available and rushed to the village. The police 
party also included Sub-Inspector Rakesh Pratap Singh. On 
reaching village Karaura, the police party surrounded the 
house of Bhullan Yaduv where the dacoits were suspected to 
be present, and challenged them to surrender. The dacoits 
opened fnc on the police party and an encounter ensued. 
Consequently three dacoits were killed and the rest made a 
desparatc bid to escape. Shri Rakesh Pratap Singh showed 
conspicuous courage und leapt forward to intercept the 
fleeing dacoits. Although one of the fleeing dacoits had been 
shot ho managed to shoot at Shri Rakesh Pratap Singh be- 
fore he fell, Shri Rakesh Pratap Singh received a bullet in 
his heart and died on the spot. Four of the dacoits were 
arrested while two managed to escape. 

In this encounter Shri Rakesh Pratap Singh, showed ex- 
emplary courage, bravery and devotion to duty of the highest 
order and laid down his life in an effort to capture the fleeing 
dacoits,

On the 28th July, 1977, nt about 11.45 PM, when Consta- 
ble Ajit Kumar Dey and Sub-Inspector Barman, Officer In- 
charge Beliaghata Police Station, were on patrol duty, they 
stopped a white ambassador car carrying 5 persons near the 
Canal Bridge on Beliaghata main road, Calcutta- Both the 
police officials got out of their jeep and flashed their torches 
at the occupants of the car when suddenly*Shri Barman 1 heard 
the dick sound ot a misfire of a revolver pointed at him. 
Ho ducked in an effort to save himself while Constable Dev 
showing great presence of mind and courage, jumped #tid 
caught hold of the steering wheel of the car In a firm sttitc 
The miscreants in an effort to get away speeded up the ear 
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but Constable Dey disregarding his personal safety held on 
to the steering wheel although his body was hanging outside 
the running car, The criminals also tried to fire at the Con- 
stable but the revolver misfired again. Thereafter, a cri- 
minal stabbed several times the hand of Constable Dev with! 
a Bhojali. As a result of the chopping of his hand bv a 
sharp weapon, Constable Dev lost his grip on the steering 
wheel and was thrown out of the running car, Shu Barman, 
SHO then started chasing the vehicle in his jeep and Cons- 
table Dey told him not to bother about him and to proceed 
with the chase. He later himself flugged a taxi and also 
joined the chase although be was seriously injured having 
fractured his ribs and cut his palm very badly. He had. 
also, received several other bruises because of his fall from 
the running ear Nevertheless, both the police officials 
chased the fleeing car and ^topped near Alochava Cinema 
where a crowd directed them to the fleeing criminals, Both 
Shri Barman and Shri Dey chased the criminals into a nar- 
row lane where ultimately they managed to overpower the 
criminals. 

In this encounter, Shri Ajit Kumar showed exemplary 
courage and devotion to duty at grave risk to his own life.

On 26th April, 1977, when Shri Baleshwar Singh was on 
traffic duty in Akhara Bazar, Kulu, he saw a Gorkha with a 
dagger running away and being chased by members of the pub- 
lic. The Oorkha had already injured two persons with his dag- 
ger and was warning people in the Bazar not to come near 
him otherwise he would kill them The Goikha was run- 
ning towards the Bus Stand. On seeing the Gorkha, Shi I 
Baleshwar Singh without caring for his dagger rushed to- 
wards the Gorkha and grappled with him in order to appre- 
hend and dis-nrm him. The Gorkba stabbed Shri Baleshwar 
Singh in the chest But in disregnul of the injury he did-not 
let the Gorkba run away till he was over-powered bv the 
members of the public. Shri Baleshwar Singh fell uncons- 
cious and whs rushed to the Civil Hospital but he succumbed 
to his injury on the wav to the hospital. 

Tn this encounter Shri Baleshww Singh exhibited conspi- 
cuous bravery and in the process sacrificed his own life.

Statement of Sen ices for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded 

On the 7ih Januniy, 1978, Shri Mohammad Saidullah, 
Deputy Superintendent of Police, while posted as SDO 
(Police) Sheopur, received information that an armed yang 
of kanjars was moving in his area with a view to commit 
u acuities. Pie immediately led a police party to search the 
surrounding areas. The gang managed to pierce the police 
Pnrjy and committed a dacoity with murder on 7th January 
1978 in village Talawra under P. S. Awda. Shri Saidullah 
took up the challenge and continued to chase the gang for 
almost 48 houis. On the evening of 9lh January, 1978, he 
got the jungle near village Masawni searched anticipating that 
the kanjars were still in the vicinity, A police party consist- 
ing of one Head Constable and 4 Cosntables was deputed 
under the charge of Head Constable Trilok Singh, to intercept 
the gang at village Burdha. Tire gang committed a dacoity 
m that village hut was engaged in an encounter by the police. 
The gang fired indiscriminately, injuring Constable Ramhet. 
Head Constable Trilok Singh, who happened to be on the 
other end of the village, on. hearing the shots, rushed to the 
spot and directed lire at the dacoits who greatly outnumber- 
ed the, police party. Their leader was injured but taking ad- 
vantage of thaljdarkness, thef dacoits managed to escape with, 
their injured leader. On receiving th'e information Of the 
escape of the gang of kanjars with their injured leader, Shri 
Saidullah himself reached the spot and challenged them early 
in the morning on 10th January, 1978. An encounter again 
ensued and due to the well directed firing which the kanjara 
could not withstand, they fled leaving their injured leader 
Bhaiynlal Kanjar. 

Tn this encounter Shri Mohammad Saidullah and Shri 
Trilok Singh exhibited great devotion to duty and exemplary 
courage despite the fact that the police party was very small 
and the armed gang was desperate and was in a murderous 
mood.
